Ella Belmore will retain her 
position as executive director of 
the Wilmington Housing Authority 
following a vote Tuesday night to 
rescind the March 9 vote to fire 
her before her contract expires in 
October. In relatively quick order, 
the board voted three to one to 
rescind its earlier decision, Chair- 
man Tom Siracusa, Al Meegan, 
and Dan Gillis voted in favor, Dot 
Butler abstained from voting, and 
Joan Sadowski was not present. 

Tuesday's special meeting was 
called to try to avoid court action 
the next day by reinstating the 
director, The board had been sum- 
moned to court today (Wednesday) 
to answer charges that they 
illegally fired Belmore because no 
just cause was given for her 
termination, Attorney Bob 
Peterson, who was hired earlier the 
same evening to represent the 
board in court, told members they 
got “bad advice" from the 
Executive Office of Communities 
and Development, 

"I would urge you all to vote in 
favor of the motion on the table, 
strictly from a legal standpoint," he 
said. Peterson added it was "almost 
unconscionable" to fire a director 
in the middle of her contract 
without giving sufficient reasons. 
EOCD originally advised the board 
not to give reasons then withdrew 
its support in the face of a legal 
challenge from the director. 

Butler was the only member to 
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take exception to Tuesday's action. 
She said though she had nothing 
personal against Belmore, she 
herself could not make the motion 
to rescind because it was “against 
everything I believe in," When 
Gillis questioned her further about 
her intentions, Butler referred to 
the tenants she represents. 

"I have a right to my own 
feelings. Thirty-six people want a 
change as well as I do," she said of 
an informal survey she took of 
tenants in Deming Way. Butler 
added, "I wanted to terminate her 
because of insubordination. She's 
very reluctant to follow orders.” 

Siracusa stepped down as chair- 
man to make the motion to rescind. 
Meegan seconded the motion. 
Following the vote, a letter was 
drawn up and signed by the board 
attesting to the action. 

Siracusa next tried but failed to 
resolve a conflict of interest 
situation centering on Meegan, 
Meegan is a Section Eight landlord 
who rents a home he owns to a low 
income family. That home is 
administered by the local housing 
authority. As a member of the 
board he cannot take part in any 
matters surrounding the Section 
Eight program, To resolve his 
conflict the board was offered two 
alternatives. One was to have 
another authority administer the 
home's certificate. Siracusa said the 
Tewksbury Housing Authority, the 
Burlington Housing Authority, and

Altman gets nod 
as town counsel 


Selectmen on Tuesday night re- 
appointed Alan Altman as town 
counsel, but not without debate, 

With selectmen Gerry Duggan and 
Chet Bruce questioning why Altman 
received employee benefits, others 
on the board spoke strongly in 
defense of the town attorney. 

Town Manager Michael Caira said 
that to believe that Altman was 
anything other than full-time town 
counsel is erroneous, and to not 
keep him as counsel would be 
penny-wise and pound-foolish. 

Duggan was critical of the fact 
that the town counsel received 
benefits, including health insurance 
and retirement. He said he was 
surprised to find that Altman was 
working without a contract. He also 
said that the selectmen were given a 
book of town employees, and that 
Altman was not listed in it. "How 
can a consultant get benefits?” he 
asked. 

Bruce said that he was upset that 
he had never been informed of the 


benefits Altman received. He said 
he had voted for a $5000 raise for 
the town counsel at town meeting, 
and had never been informed of the 
entire package Altman received. 
Chairman Mark Haldane said that 3 
in his capacity as Chairman of the § 


state Board Review in the Dept. of 


Employment and Training, he 
looked at this type of case frequent- 
ly. One factor to be considered, he 
said, was direction and control. 
Altman certainly met that test. 

“When the manager or selectmen 
call, he (Altman) does not feel free 
to say, 'No, I'm too busy," said 
Haldane.

School budget 
talks conclude

Discussions of the school system's 
$12.1 million budget have pretty 
much concluded after the Wil- 
mington School Committee tried 
Wednesday to further shift around 
monies in the fiscal 1993 budget. 
Except for a transfer of $16,000 
from the Special Education Trans- 
portation account to help fund a 
full-time librarian at the middle 
school level, no other re-alloca 
tions were made. 

'We've really hit the bottom of 
the barrel in a budgetary sense, I 
don't think it's easy to find any 
money anywhere," said committee 
Chairman Bob Peterson. 

Despite a long list of areas tar- 
geted for discussion, much of the 
meeting was devoted to the special 
education budget and an expla- 
nation. of how. and where monies 
are being spent. Special Education 
Director Cleo Fredette answered a 
number of questions and, accor- 


ding to Peterson, “convinced the 
committee the money is being spent 
wisely.” 

Similarily, Performing and Fine 
Arts Director Lorraine Kalil 
defended her program and pointed 
out that, occasionally, teachers in 
her department spend their own 
money to finance aspects of the 
music and art program. Peterson 
said the feeling after Kalil's 
"eloquent" speech seemed to be that 
"the committee didn't really want 
to dismantle that program at all." 

Several items came up for a vote 
and lost. For instance, a vote to cut 
one physical education teacher 
failed four to two. Linda Me- 
Menimen made the motion, 

Peterson told this paper while 
most of the budget talks are, in 
essence over, he will continue to 
set aside an agenda item at each 
mecting for the budget if board 
members wish to make recom- 
mendations at that time.

Cellular One tower 
a problem for Agfa 


Like the ugly duckling, the Cellu- 
lar One tower is the creature that 
nobody wants, 

Last year, neighbors objections 
led selectmen to take Cellular One 
to court after the firm had secured 
property on Lopez Road, off 
Concord Street, for a tower. That 
matter still rests in court. Town 
Manager Michael Caira described 
the case as a "complicated DPU 
issue." 

The 190-foot tower would be part 
of a grid of towers used to carry 
cellular phone connections. The 
grid is necessary to provide quality 
of transmission as a motorist travels 
through the area, 

Tuesday night, officials of the 
Agfa division of Miles Laboratories 
told selectmen that the newest 
proposed location for the tower 
would rendef useless a testing site 


owned by that firm. 

The problem which Agfa forsees 
with the tower is that it would pro- 
duce signals which would be picked 
up in tests on an open field site used 
to test Agfa equipment. Those tests 
are conducted under federal law 
requiring that equipment such as 
that manufactured by Agfa not emit 
electromagnetic signals. The Agfa 
division is the successor to 
Compugraphic Corp., and manufac- 
tures typesetting equipment. 

An Agfa spokesman said that the 
testing equipment picks up signals 
from telephone towers in North 
Andover and Reading, about six 
miles away. At that distance, the 
signals are not overpowering. At 
close range, however, the signals 
would flood the frequency range. 

Were Agfa to lose the test site, it 
would have. tO .use .an outside 
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laboratory at much greater expense 
and less favorable schedule. 

Alan Steele, a real estate consul- 
tant for Cellular One disagreed with 
the Agfa position. He said that his 
firm could live side by side with the 
Agfa test site without harming it. 
He said that although his field was 
real estate, he would have appropri- 
ate experts from his company 
address the issue. 

Selectmen urged a meeting 
between officials of Cellular One 
and Agfa to confer on the problem, 

The Cellular One proposal is 
scheduled to go before the Board of 
Appeals on June 9, 

A similar tower already exists in 
Wilmington, owned by NYNEX, It 
is located off Main Street near Lo- 
well Street. NYNEX and Cellular 
One operate competing systems,

When Al Meegan joined the Wilmington Housing Authority in 1991 
he never thought it would cost him $910.00 a month. 

Al... welcome to local government. 

Meegan's political battle with outsted (but not ousted for long) 
executive director Ella Belmore has gotten a tad personal of late. In 
her ongoing, claw-grabbing bid for power, Belmore has put into 
escrow the monthly $910.00 rent payment due Meegan, who is the 
owner of a Section 8 single family home in Wilmington. 

"I'm being blackmailed," said Meegan, who's been a Section 8 
landlord since July of 1990, long before the Board of Selectmen 
appointed him to the housing authority.“Meegan said Belmore is 
"holding me hostage" and using as justification "a fabrication that 
there's a conflict of interest because I'm a member of the authority." 

Waiver Options Were Provided by H.U.D. 

The U,S. Department of Housing and Urban Development (H.U.D.) 
forbids housing authority members from being part of their own 
Section 8 programs. However, this is the first time Belmore has 
frozen a payment to Meegan and H.U.D. offers a simple remedy to 
the problem. 

In fact, prior to Meegan voting to fire her on March 9, Belmore was 
pursuing a waiver as recommended in an October 1, 1991 letter from 
H.U.D. But this preceeded the local fireworks of March 9 when 
Meegan joined Chairman Tom Siracusa and Dot Butler in a surprise 
move to fire their executive director. 

"I guess if I had voted to keep Belmore I'd have the money that's 
rightfully due me, and there would be no conflict because Belmore 
would be doing what H.U.D. recommended that she do," said 
Meegan. H.U.D. has made two recommendations to eliminate the 
conflict of interest. The first is to allow another neighboring housing 
authority to issue the Section 8 check each month to Meegan, and the 
second is to have a subcontracting agency of the state do same. 

Meegan in a Catch 22 

Belmore agrees these options are available but will nonetheless keep 
Meegan's money in escrow. Further, Meegan can not vote to 
implement any waiver option because that vote would also be a 
conflict, This appears to leave a deadlock, with Siracusa and Butler 
supporting Meegan while Members Gillis and Sadowski likely to 
make Meegan sweat, payback for his vote to ax their comrade 
Belmore. ; 

While Meegan charges that Belmore is withholding his rent check 
because he fired her, Belmore makes the strange assertion that 
Meegan fired her because she was not successful in solving the 
conflict issue with H.U.D. soon enough. "I think Al was upset that 
HUD wasn't coming forward with the waiver and it definitely helped 
cause him to fire me," said Belmore, who maintains that she could be 
"charged with a crime" if she issued checks before any waiver options 
were voted by the board. 

And take a wild guess what course of action Belmore recommends 
Meegan pursue. "If he resigns from the board he'll get the check," 
said Belmore. Hmmmmmnm, what a shocking recommendation 
coming from you, Ella. We can all clearly see how this has no 
connection whatsoever to Al's vote on your contract, not at all! 

So what does Meegan do? Short of resigning he eats the $910.00 
unless Gillis or Sadowski support his case. He also has to evict his 
tenants. “I've got a mortgage to pay and they're forcing me to do this, 
but the victim is the family." 

If this isn't a classic case of screw-em politics (I hope that passes 
editing) I don't know what is. Meegan's enemies on the board, and 
the executive director, are going to slam him and his family where it 

hurts most — in the pocket. Nothing's been done wrong here 
and previously paid Meegan's Section 8 voucher without 


ethical . . «that is until she was fired. In fact, even Belmore 
confess ht Ms een complains esd ar ho 
has - discussed Section 8 issues as a board member. "The tenants 


have never complained; we've never heard from them,” said 
Belmore. 


Meanwhile, Belmore is turning out to be like a bad cold for the 
majority on the housing authority — they just can't shake her. They 
were compelled Tuesday night to rescind their termination vote of 
March 9 "thanks to Jim Miceli coming to her rescue,” said Meegan. 
This, at the heels of a state ruling that Belmore was let go without 
proper procedural consideration. 

Ah... the bureaucracy. Don't you just love it! 

This story is political pettiness at its’ best and serves no constructive 
purpose except-to draw: attention-to-the fact that some people in this 
local government take it all much too seriously, If the two minority 
members, and the director, wanted to show some class they'd do 
what's ethical and support the necessary technical vote so that Meegan 
can receive his overdue Section 8 tent check and the tenants avoid 
eviction from their Wilmington home. 

But don't hold your breath. Sudden cases of magnanimity are rare 
in these parts. 

Briefly in Politics... 

State Senator Bob Buell (R) has a challenger this year, Democrat 
Regina Villa, the owner of a public relations firm in Boston who 
resides in Manchester by the Sea, a small community at the northern 
end of the senate district. Villa has filed her nomination signatures 
with the.state secretary and will announce her candidacy next week, 

“I think thatamy opponent is a 14- year incumbent and as an activist 
Democrat I think it's a good year for change, and a good year to elect 
people who aren't part of the establishment,” said Villa. On the 
issues, Villa is pro-choice and identifies herself as "strong on the 
education issues" advocating increased funding for the public schools. 
"I'm most interested in health care," said Villa, who in the 1970's was 
executive director of the Massachusetts Nurses Association. 
"Health care costs are breaking us and we havé to take strong reform 
actions," said Villa, who promises to run a "vigorous campaign,” 

However, Villa admits she's facing an uphill fight against Buell, 
considered popular and highly visible in his district. "He's not a 
typical politician, he's popular and well-liked in the communities he 
represents," said Republican State Rep. Marianne Brenton. 

. . . Politics makes for strange bed-fellows and the most ironic 
Wilmington roomies these days are State Rep. James Robert 
Miceli (D) and Ted Tripp, the new Pat Buchanan conservative 
who's seized control of the Republican Town Committee, swinging it 
about 60 political degrees to the right. 

Forget their political you-know-what kissing at the Memorial Day 
parade, an event sorrowfully becoming more political as the years 
role by. Tripp, unexpectedly, has moved the meetings of the local 
G.O.P. to Michael's Place, owned by Miceli’s guilty-until-overturned 
nephew Mike McCoy, who is also a member of the Democratic 
Town Committee. 

Tripp, known locally as a controversial pro-lifer who collects 
signatures for various right-wing crusades at street corners, is a 
Miceli and McCoy ally, and apparently the difference in parties 
doesn't matter. 

But it does matter to the powers that be in Boston. The Town Crier 
has learned that Tripp and his band of zealots failed to notify 
Republican State Committee officials of the recent town committee 
election and that Tripp's selection as chairman may be ruled illegal by 
state party chairman Leon Lombardi.

Tripp, Miceli, and the rest of the anti-choice, right wingers, 

Lowell Republican 
Mike Conway, probably the best congressional candidate in the 
nation when it comes to achieving media attention, has done it again.

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Garden variety sludge ‘'

It is spring and our thoughts turn to 
gardening. Most people don't 
associate this pleasurable activity 
with sewage sludge, but the MWRA 
is looking to change that. 

As part of the Boston Harbor 
cleanup, a new facility began 
operation in late 1991 that produces 
fertilizer from sludge. The sludge is 
a byproduct of the sewage treatment 
process and is composed of human 
wastes and other organic solids. It is 
approximately 95 percent water, 

MWRA communities generate 350 
million. gallons, of sewage each day, 
which produces 50 tons of sludge. 
Before the new facility was 
constructed, the MWRA was one of 
the last remaining ocean dumpers of 
sludge in the country. Visualize 10 
huge tractor trailers dumping their 
load into the harbor day after day 
for decades,and you can get some 
idea of the magnitude of the 
pollution problem. The termination 
of sludge dumping will allow the 
ocean to begin its naturally cleaning 
process. 

The methods available to the 
MWRA for sludge treatment were 
landfilling, incinerating and 
recycling into fertilizer. The 
MWRA selected recycling for 
environmental and economic 
reasons. 

The process to produce fertilizer 
from sludge begins when the liquid 
sludge is transported by barge from 
the Deer Island Treatment Plant to 
the new facility in Quincy. First, the 
excess water is squeezed out by 
presses. The resulting sludge "cake" 
is then dried in rotating heat bins. 
The final product is hard, BB sized 
pellets. They are odorless and 
environmentally safe. 


Marketing the fertilizer pellets, , 
remains a problem. Converting the 
sludge to fertilizer costs about $400. 
a ton, but it sells for only $40 a ton. A 
Locally, state regulations prohibit its, 
sale within Massachusetts because of 
the high levels of metals. That may’ 
change soon if the DPW relaxes its, 
standards for metals, which are, 
more stringent than the EPA's. a

backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Last Saturday, with the 
temperature hovering around the 95 
degree mark, it seemed that the 
chance of one more killing frost in 
our gardens was about as remote as 
the Red Sox winning their division 
this year. 

Driving home from work on 
Monday evening, I heard the 
ominous words from the BZ 
weatherman, "Chance of scattered 
frosts in some inland spots, 
especially to the north and west of 
Boston." I figured that meant there 
was perhaps one chance in three of 
losing my tomato and squash plants 
that evening. I took the 15 minutes 
required to cover all the tender 
vegetable (and a few flower) plants 
with plastic pots and buckets, The 
next morning (Tuesday) it was 
apparent that here had indeed, been a 
light frost, in the neighborhood. Hard 
to believe after those two over 90 
degree days the previous Friday and 
Saturday. 

If you did experience some frost 
damage, don't be discouraged. The 
season is still early and the nurseries 
have plenty of replacement plants, 

From the mailbag: R.L. of 
Tewksbury writes, "We recently 
moved to Tewksbury from 
Somerville, and have decided to 
plant our first vegetable garden. Can 
you suggest a "starter" mix of 
vegetables, for an area about 10 by 
20 feet?" 

First, let me suggest several crops 
which you should not try this first 
time around. Peas for one; it is too 
late now since pea plants can't 
tolerate the heat of July. Don't plant 
corn, since your area is small and 
good native cor is plentiful from 
July through September, Forget 
potatoes, since they require too 


much room for a small garden, and 
I'd suggest you stay away from 
pumpkins and winter squash, which 
have a tendency to overrun a small 
garden in August. 

Your garden should include at least 
a half dozen tomato plants, spaced 
three feet apart. You might want to 
include six pepper plants, which can 
be set out 18 inches apart. You 
should “have good luck with leaf 
lettuce (don't plant iceberg lettuce - 
our climate is wrong for heading 
lettuce) and a couple of rows each of 
green beans, beets, carrots and 
tadishes. I would stay away from the 
cabbage family in a first time garden 
(broccoli, brussels sprouts and 
cabbage) since they require a lot of 
room for what you will harvest. Try 
this menu the first time, and consider 
the first year a learning experience, 
(The locab libraries have “many 
reference books on vegetable 
gardening if you need assistance, 
Good luck and let us know how you 
do. 

P.L. of Wilmington wrote to ask 
about the so called "marigold effect" 
in vegetable gardens, a subject we 
discussed here the year before last. 
Briefly, Dutch tulip bulb growers 
back in the 18th century accidentally 
discovered that their bulb 
production increased dramatically 
when rows of bulbs were alternated 
with rows of marigolds. They didn't 
know why this worked but the 
evidence was clear that it did. 

Early in this century, plant 
chemists determined that the 
marigold plants' roots give off a 
sulpher compound which repels root 
chewing insects, including 
wireworms, maggots and 


nematodes. Organic gardeners have 
practiced interplanting marigolds 
with vegetables for 50 or more 
years. Based on my experience with 
marigold borders, it appears that the 
effective range of below ground 
insect control is about three feet 
from the individual marigold plant. 
And, unlike diazinon, marigold 
plants to not harm earthworms. 

A south Wilmington gardener 
called to ask for a simple spraying 
program for her Baldwin apple tree. 
(As many Wilmington residents 
know, the Baldwin apple variety 
originated here in Wilmington, and a 
monument to that effect can be seen 
out on Chestnut Street a half mile 
this side of the Burlington line.) The 
rule of thumb on spraying fruit trees 
is to apply your first application 
about, five days after the flower 
petals have fallen. It is not too late to 
put your first spray on immediately, 
this weekend at the latest. All you 
need is a small compressed air tank 
sprayer, available at Sears for under 
$15, and a bag of Ortho all purpose 
home orchard spray. Follow the 
mixing directions to the letter, and 
apply eight sprays at 10 day 
intervals, right through August. I 
find it helpful to use a small chart, 
tacked on the kitchen bulletin board, 
to remind me of application dates. A 
light rain will not remove the spray 
residue, but a heavy rain will. 
Re-spray as soon after a hard rain as 
possible. To my knowledge, there is 
no truly effective pure organic 
means of harvesting insect damage 
free apples, One last important 
point; do not spray your trees (or 
your garden) in the heat of the day. 
You will destroy a great many 
beneficial insects if you do. Spray 
after 7 p.m., and never, ever, the 
first thing in the morning.

Health board weighs

The Board of Health is looking into 
consulting an environmental center 
to research any alleged health 
problems resulting from Rocco's 
land fill. 

The center, the John Snow Institute 
(JST) has researched towns in similar 
situations in arelatively inexpensive 
manner, 

The group aims to examine a one 
and a half mile radius surrounding 
the dump in an attempt to uncover 
cases of cancer and other such 
diseases compared to other sections 
of town, 

JSI was involved in a similar study 
in Acton, where there is also a land 
fill. They plan, if hired, to base their 
study on the Acton case which would 
require sending out surveys to two 
sections of town, both one and a half 
miles in radius, and similar in 
The death patterns 
would then be examined. If water 
was contaminated , areas where the 
water passed will also be 
scrutinized, 

Tricia Coogan, of the JSI said that 
people must be made aware of the

SEALING LIPS 


A woman's lips are second only to her 
eyes in their ability to draw the attention 
of an observer.

Sports Notebook 
Redmen clinch 
fourth straight 
championship 


Senior righthander Mike Kinnon pitched perhaps the biggest game of 
his young life last Wednesday in firing a four-hit 3-0 shutout of the 
Wilmnington Wildcats that gave the Tewksbury Redmen their fourth 
straight Merrimack Valley Conference Small School Division baseball 
championship. 

The victory boosted the TMHS record to 13-5, while the Wildcats 
finished just one game behind. Both teams have qualified for the 
Eastern Mass. Tournament which is slated to start later this week. 

Wilmington finished its’ season on a winning note Monday with a 
2-0 non-league win over Reading in the consolation round of the 
Wilmington Invitational Tournament, Senior righthander Matt 
McManus (7-2) hurled his fourth shutout of the season, allowing five 
hits while striking out seven and walking just two hitters. The win gave 
the Wildcats a 15-5 overall mark as they head into postseason play. 
John O'Reilly (single) and Bob Fleming (double) led the Wilmington 
attack Monday. 

Tewksbury's division clinching marked their fourth title under the 
guidance of four different coaches over the last four seasons-Bob 
Ware, Sean McCarthy, John Perreault and now Connie Barry. 

Perreault, one of the best football and baseball coaches in the 
Merrimack Valley, coached the Redmen deep into postseason play a 
year ago, but is currently waging a battle against brain and spinal 
cancer. The Tewksbury players have dedicated their season to the man 
who is trying to win a battle that is far more important than ahy 
baseball game. 

Wednesday's game was like many Tewksbury wins this 
spring-superb pitching and defense with just enough offense to get the 
job done. The Redmen took advantage of Wilmington mistakes to 
score all three of their runs in the top of the third inning.

The Brown family had 
several doctors 


by Captain Larz Neilson 

The family of Dr. Silas Brown of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington moved 
into the Harnden Tavern in North 
Wilmington in 1819, He was a 
member of a prominent Tewksbury 
family. His grandfather, Colonel 
Jonathan Brown was serving on the 
staff of General Washington at the 
time of the surrender of the British 
Army under General Cornwallis, in 
1783. 

Colonel Brown returned to 
Tewksbury, and it is said, built a 
home on Main Street which is now 
occupied by the Andover Bank. 

The Brown family was one of 
several who were no longer 
residents of Billerica in 1734, when 
Wamesit became a part of 
Tewksbury. The family had lived 
for many years on a farm at the end 
of what is now Brown Street, 
overlooking the Shawsheen River. 

In April 1775 there were, it is 
reported. three brothers in the 
Brown family. Two remained loyal 
to the British Crown. The third, 
named Jonathan, was the Captain of 
the Tewksbury Trained Band 
(Militia). 

Other Tewksbury families had also 
been dwelling in Billerica. One was 
named Kittredge. They lived where 
the Novitiate of the Order of Mary 
Immaculate is today located, They 
were a family of physicians, this in 
the day before there were medical 
schools. 

Medical knowledge in those days 
was passed from father to son. After 
the Revolution there were several 
Doctors Kittredge in Tewksbury, 
one in Andover and one, Dr. Frank 
Kittredge in Wilmington. It was he 
who treated Asa Sheldon for a 
broken leg on Nov. 13, 1809. 

One member of the Kittredge 
family was serving in the Tewksbury 
Trained Band, under Captain 
Brown, on Concord Day. 

It will be remembered that, April 
1775, when the British soldiers 
approached Lexington Green they 
were faced by a line of Colonials. It 
was the British Major Pitcaim who 
was in command of the van. He drew 
his sword and ordered, "Disperse, ye 
Rebels!" 

Not much is said about the fact that 
Major Pitcairn lost his horse during 
the battles. Nor does it seem to have 
been widely reported that it was a 
Tewksbury soldier named Kittredge, 
who captured that horse. 

Major Pitcairn probably rode back 
to Boston on a horse which had been 
ridden by a British captain. Such is 
the effect of Rank hath its Privileges 
(RHIP) in any Army. 

What happened to the horse which 
Kittredge captured is not known. 

How did Dr. Silas Brown of 
Tewksbury receive his medical 
training? It can be guessed that, like 
the young men of the Kittredge 
family, he received his training from 
the elders of that family. The two 


group of doctors who were serving 
in Virginia, under General 
MacLellan. 

After a year he was sent home, ill 
with malaria. It developed, too, that 
he also had tuberculosis, acquired 
while he was in the Army, He was 
dead, within a year. 

John Huse Brown was the first 
child, born in Kittery, Maine in 
1806, 

He does not seem to have become a 
physician, but the lady who became 
his bride, in 1831, Alice Charlotte 
Stimpson of Woburn was a 
descendant of three generations of 
physicians, in Reading, and in East 
Wilmington, 

For the newly married couple Dr. 
Silas purchased the "Mill House", 
located near the mill on Martins's 
Brook, northerly of Salem Street 
and westerly of the brook in North 
Wilmington. The ruins of the cellar 
are still to be seen, on the top of the 
hill. 

Silas Jr., born in North 
Wilmington in 1819 was an 
interesting person. He seemed to 
have no interest in medicine, He and 
his older sister Abigail (born in 1811 
in Methuen) did not seem to agree 
very much, even though they lived in 
the same house for many years. 
There are many tales which say they 
could not agree. 

Silas had a lot of musical talent. His 
first lessons were from Joseph 
Harnden who, in the days of Colonel 
Joshua entertained at the tavern with 
his fiddle. Silas went on to take 
lessons from George Root, a well 
known composer in pre-Civil War 
days. He played the piano, organ, 
fife and fiddle, Everyone agreed that 
he was a very good musician, 

It was when he became the organist 
in the Congregational Church that 
events occurred about which one 
could smile. Except for the 
Congregational Church episodes 
there is no other source which says 
Silas Brown was deaf, 

In those days the organ was in the 
northwest corner of the church, 
situated, one could say, "below" the 
minister and the pulpit, 

Silas, the tale goes, would watch 
the minister, to tell when it was time 
to play the next hymn. But then he 
would forget, many times, how 
many verses were to be sung. 

The minister, the story is, could 
overlook the playing of four verses 
for a three verse hymn, but when 
Silas began the fifth verse the 
minister would have to leave the 
pulpit, and tap Silas on the shoulder. 
It was enough to make everyone 
smile, 

Nancy, born in Methuen in 1816 
was a person who, one could say, 
made things a little difficult. She 
married Hiram Colburn of Boston in 
1839, He was a shoe merchant. 

Hiram was a member of the 


families had lived close to one 


another for nearly 100 years. 

Dr. Silas Brown, like many other 
physicians of his day, chose a bride 
from a family of physicians, i 

Abigail Webster Huse was the 
granddaughter of Stephen Huse, a 


physician of Methuen. It was Dr. jy 


Huse who had accompanied the 
British Army prisoners captured in 
the fall of 1777 when Burgoyne was 
defeated. Those defeated soldiers 
were marched to Cambridge. Some 
of the officers, it is said, were 
housed in Reading. 

The third son of Abigail Huse 
Brown and Dr. Silas was named 
after his grandfather, Colonel 
Jonathan of Tewksbury. He was an 
early student at the Harvard Medical 
School, soon after it was founded 
and he established a practice in the 
new City of Lawrence. After a year 
in Lawrence he moved to 
Tewksbury where he took over a 
part of his father's medical practice, 
In 1848 he married Olive, the 
daughter of Eldad Carter of 
Wilmington. 

In 1854 the Commonwealth 
established the Tewksbury 
Almshouse, now the Tewksbury 
Hospital. Dr. Jonathan Brown 
became the first superintendent, 

In the Civil War Dr, Jonathan 
Brown of Tewksbury volunteered 
his services as a physician to the 
Union Army. He became the 
physician who was in command of a

Swedenborgian church of Boston. 
The Swedenborgians were 
emphatically against any forms of 
slavery. The tumults they caused 
made some persons term their 
doctrines "harsh," 

There were difficulties which 
almost led to a separation of the two 
churches insofar as the then living 
Brown family was concerned, 

But the Brown family continued to 
attend both Swedenborgian and 
Congregational churches, bs 

The coming of the Salem & Lowell 
Railroad in 1851 did not affect the 
members of the family of Dr. Silas, 

It will be remembered that Asa 
Sheldon was employed, by the same 
people who had built the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad, to seek out a right 
of way for the Salem & Lowell. Asa 
was a practical minded contractor 
who had worked on the construction 
of nearly every railroad in New 
England. 

It was his task to find a route that 
could be used and could be 
purchased by the builders. But there 
were other persons who had other 
ideas. 

Speculators, as soon as they heard 
of it, set to work to purchase every 
possible bit of land between Salem 
and Lowell where the track might be 
built. There were probably more 
than a few farmers who sold land 
which was never used. 

That was not the case with Dr. Silas 
Brown. He owned all the land in 
North Wilmington between the 
Salem Street area of Martins Brook 
and the Andover Road. He did not 
want to sell any.

He was not going to split up his 
territory. 

After a time he and the people 
planning the railroad came to an 
agreement. He would rent the land, 
for a small annual fee, 

It was an agreement which lasted 
nearly 80 years, Then the Town of 
Wilmington purchased the land for a 
Water Department. 

But, in spite of what some persons 
say, there was a railroad station 
adjacent to the present Woburn 
Street in North Wilmington, It was 
named Brown's Crossing, and this 
writer saw it in 1923, 

That station was a handy place back 
when Silas Brown Jr. was going out 
of town to take music lessons. He had 
to, he said, "just step out the back 
door" to get a train, 

Which is about just as handy as any 
person could want. 

Abigail Brown left one "legacy" to 
the world of Wilmington, when she 
died in 1893. 

In the center of Martin's Brook, as 
it flows from North Reading toward 
the old Mill below Salem Street is a 
large island, Somehow, when she 
was quite young, she became 
stranded on the island and had to be 
rescued, It became known as 
“Abigail's Istand.” It is so known 
today. 

According to tradition she and her 
brother Silas Jr, could never agree, 
Their disputes, if such was the case, 
came to an end after 70 years when 
she died, in 1893, about 82 years old. 

Silas Jr, was 83 when he died, in 
1902.
